Please amend the paragraph beginning on page 7, line 16 and ending on page 8, line 16 as 
follows: 

Preferably, an example of the material 15 comprises a liquid base, a filler, an adhesive 
binder, a propellant, an anti-foaming agent, a suspension agent, and fibrous materials. The liquid 
base may be any aqueous substance such as water and/or a non-aqueous substance such as 
alcohol, aromatic or aliphatic hydrocarbons, ketones, esters or the like. The filler may be any 
material that can serve as an extender or bodifier such as limestone, clay, mica, silica, or similar 
materials, or a mixture thereof. The filler may also.be made of a paint-based material. The 
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
